Church Pews and Prosperity 


An interesting legal tangle, said to be without counterpart, 


so far as is known, has recently-come'to-light in Chicago. An 
ancient church property to be sold,, but it appears that, when 
church members paid for their pews So years ago they receiv- 
ed absolute title to the land underneath. The owner of every 
$600 pew became also owner of l--l'90th part of the church 
property. And now-the church and ground it stands on can- 
not-be sold until 50 former pew-holders or their heirs have 
been found and have signed the nefessary papers.

Roughly, they may be understood to mean that a 
"sane^' man is a man able at any particular time to take reas- 
onable care of himself and his affairs and not interfere unreas- 
onably with other people and their affairs.- An "insane" man 
is the opposite. But obviously there can be no hard and fast 
line between them.

They explain that they are speaking 
only as psychologists,..professing a special knowledge of the 
human mind.' The conclusion the average citizen, perhaps, 
forms from their testimony, -is-that-the murderers iff this cele- 
brated case are neither sane nor insane, but on the shadowy 
border-line between the two, with their-minds easily turning 
one way or the other—with an intellectual side that is plainly 
quite sane, and yet with an emotional side which often dra^s 
the intellect across the line to serve dark purposes.

Out of this price Mr. Lord had to pay 
express and- commission, which left 
him so little that he now i-esents the 
fact that the city consumer was forced 
to pay 85 cfnts per,dozen for tis eggs. 


To meet these .conditions,. Tifr. Lord 


has united, with other Maine iioultry- 
men to cut down -the spread In prices 
between, themselves and the consum- 
er. They have organUfca the ..Maine 
Poultry Producers' Association, a co- 
operative 
marketing 
organization 


owned and controlled by the egg men 
themselves, by which they plan to 
eliminate many of the 
-unnecessary 


middlemen. This organization can sell 
direct to a high class retail trade and 
return to the producer all the profits 
or marketing. 
i 


Mr. Lord has signed a contract with 


this organization to deliver all his 
eggs to them for a period of three 
years. Xor is he alone In this decis- 
ion, for poultrymen owning a total of 
44,1X10 hens have signed similar con- 
tr^ets.
